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Mercy Hospital

Mercy Hospital Grayling offi- 
cials received grant funds Friday 
which will be used to upgrade 
medical records in the three clin- 
ics the hospital operates. 

United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Rural

sented a $200,015 check to 
Mercy Hospital Grayling offi- 
cials Friday. 

Mercy Hospital Grayling will 
use the funding to establish a 
community electronic medical 
records system at the hospital’s 
outpatient clinics located in 
Grayling, Roscommon and 
Prudenville. 

The grant funds will be used to 
purchase computer software and 
hardware. Doctors and nurses in 
the clinics will carry wireless 
computer devices, replacing 
paper charts and prescription 
forms.

Officials seek 
funding 
restoration

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners is protesting 
the cut of a Department of 
Human Services (DHS) foster 
care case worker, seeking to 
have the state restore the fund- 
ing for the position. 

County officials have asked 
the state to restore funding for 
the foster care worker that was 
cut earlier this year. 

DHS eliminated the funding 
for the position due to a state 
law that passed last year, which 
requires counties who have case 
workers with over 20 children to 
refer those children to privately 
run foster care agencies. 

Tom Haske], the Crawford 
County Family Court juvenile 
officer and referee and assistant 
court administrator for the 46th 
Circuit Trial Court, said the law 
was aimed at addressing foster 
care issues in urban areas. 

Although privately run agen- 
cies provide the same level of 
care as foster care homes super- 
vised by the county, the agencies 
add administrative fees to the 
per diems they receive to super- 
vise the children. Paying the 
administrative fees could cost 
the county thousands of dollars 
out of tts child care fund, money

Parrish said. 

Old 27 was one of the few 
federal highways leading to 
Northern Michigan for decades 
before I-75 was built. Old 27 in 
Crawford, Otsego and 
Cheboygan Counties was turned 
over to local control in the early 
1960s after the construction of 
]-75, which has been referred to 
as Michigan’s Main Street, was 
completed. 

Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe said city officials would 
gauge the interest of townships 
in Crawford County on the 
Heritage Route designation 
before any formal action is 
taken on the plan. 

Although the Heritage Route 
program is targeted for state 
trunklines, Pete Hanses, manag- 
er for the Michigan Heritage 
Routes Program, said that Old

allocated by counties to place 
abused and neglected children in 
supervised homes. The county 
receives some reimbursement 
from the fund from the state and 
federal government, depending 
on.the nature of the case. 

The move forced Crawford 
County to pay $18,000 to 
$20,000 to keep Ann Church, a 
foster care case worker supervi- 
sor, on board with the county to 
avoid paying the administrative 
fees, 

A similar funding measure 
was taken in Otsego County last 
year to address the same issue, 
Haskel said. 

Crawford County has 39 chil- 
dren assigned to two foster care 
workers, so adding more chil- 
dren to the case load would 
require the referral to private 
agencies. 


“It's basically how you want 
to roll the dice,” Haskel said. 
“As those cases get bumped 
around internally to meet this 
law, eventually there will be 
some case workers that are over 
the 20-limit and those will have 
to go to a private agency.” 

County Commissioner Scott 
Hanson said he believes the 
county had addressed the foster 
care issue two years ago, and 
does not feel it was right to cut 
the position knowing the coun- 
ty’s current caseload of chil- 
dren. 

“They know that we don’t 
have a choice to supplant the 
state government with $18,000 
to $20,000 to get that employee 
back - it’s not fair,’ Hanson said. 

Haskel said that a strong 
lobby pushed the state law on 
behalf of the privately run foster 
care agencies. The change cre- 


ates the potential of losing focal- 
ly supervised foster care homes, 
which would relocate children 
outside the county. 

“Tm all for foster care parents 
getting adequately paid for rais- 
ing kids - it’s a tough job,” 
Haskel said. 

Commissioner Rick Anderson 
said that small counties in the 
state are being hurt by a law 
aimed at addressing an issue in 
large cities, 

“It’s the, small communities 
that suffer and they need to be 
taken into consideration,” 
Anderson said. 

Craig Ryan, the district repre- 
sentative for Sen, Tony Stamias, ' 
R-Midland, promised to have 
the issues addressed. 

“Getting some of these num- 
bers would blow people away, 
so it deserves a second look, 
obviously,” Ryan said,

IT DIDN’T TAKE long for a 
formal challenge to be issued 
from within his own Republican 
party to first term U.S. Rep. Joe 
Schwarz of Battle Creek.

THIS TIME AROUND Tim 
Walberg is hoping he will be the 
only Republican and only con- 
servative challenger to Joe 
Schwarz.

Schwarz than  pro-Walberg, 
which has fit the PAC’s usual 
political methods. 

The Club for. Growth along 
with other conservative Schwarz 
enemies have been pummeling 
the congressman with paid 
advertising and other criticism 
almost since the time he took 
office. The Club’s web site 
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recently blasts Mr. Schwarz as “a 
big government liberal” and dis- 
sects dozens of Schwarz votes 
and statements, both recent in 
Washington, and vintage going 
back to his days in the state sen- 
ate, in attempts to document their 
claims. 

Joe Schwarz considers himself 
a true Republican, but a moderate 
one. He has not been a left wing 
zealot, but he has not toed the 
party line, either. For example, in 
the 2000 presidential primary, 
Mr. Schwarz headed the 
Michigan campaign for Sen. 
John McCain, although the state 
Republican leadership was solid- 
ly for then-candidate George W. 
Bush. 

Mr. Schwarz’ conduct in 
Congress has been similar to how 
his performance in the state sen- 
ate, He does not vote the party 
line, but he’s with the Republican 
majority much more often than 
against it, and in strictly institu- 
tional matters, he has been pretty 


’ much down the line with House 


GOP leadership. Leaders appre- 
ciate that loyalty.

IF THE PRIMARY remains a 


two-man show, Mr. Walberg 
could make it a tight race, 
although any incumbent is very, 


very tough to unseat. The best 


time for a challenger to catch an 
incumbent usually is after the 
first term. After that the seat is 
usually pretty safe. 

The Schwarz primary race 
likely will be the only question 
mark among al! 15 Michigan 
congressional districts in 2006. 
All [5 incumbents are expected 
to run again, and ail districts have 
a pretty solid political majority, 
one way or the other. 

The apportionment system 
usually works so that district 
lines are drawn so one party has 
distinct advantage over the other. 
That’s the big reason why about 
98 percent of incumbents win 
again, year after year. 

An interesting sidelight: On 
February 1, the same day Tim 
Walberg’s candidacy announce- 
ment ran in The Lansing State 
Journal, a full page ad also 
appeared for Rep. Schwarz, paid 
for by the Schwarz for Congress 
committee. Coincidence? 
Perhaps.

Economic development ’ 


What exactly is economic 
development? What would 100 
new jobs mean to a community? 
Economic development happens 
by not only the creation of one or 
more jobs, but also when an 
increase occurs in local wealth or 
when outside capital arrives from 
sources outside the community. 
Essentially, then, economic devel- 
opment is the creation of jobs — 
whether due to local expansion or 
a new business locating in the 
area, 

The answer to the latter ques- 
tion, according to 1995 research 
by the U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce, depends upon the 
industry which creates the jobs. 
The research demonstrates that 
when new jobs are created in one 
industry, additional job creation 
occurs in varying degrees 
throughout the locality, 

If the 100 new jobs are created 
within the health services indus- 
try, an additional 55 new jobs will 
be created locally in other sectors, 
including four new jobs in trans- 
portation, communication, and 
utilities; 14 new jobs in wholesale 
and retail trade; nine new manu- 
facturing jobs; and 22 new jobs in 
business services. 

On the other hand, 100 new 
jobs created in the retail trade eat- 
egory, including restaurants, 
mean 40 additional new jobs in 
the community, including: one in 
construction; four in finance, 
insurance, and real estate; 24 in 
services; four in transportation, 
communication, and utilities; and 
two in wholesale trade. 

What might this information 
mean for the economic outlook in 
Crawford County? First, in a 
small rural area, creation of 100

new jobs within one industry at | 
one time is not likely to occur. 
For instance, local manufacturers 
are likely to add either a few jobs 
at a time or perhaps even 25 as the 
company grows jts business. A 
surge in retail, hotel, or a finance | 
business may result in one to sev- 
eral jobs being added. 

Taken together, all of these jabs 
increase the community’s total 
number of jobs, thus also increas- 
ing jobs in other local sectors.
